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THE OPPAU DISASTER. 


French Army’s Medical Personnel Renders Aid. 


( Reuter's Service.) 


: Mayence, September 22. 

Rescue parties, including French soldiers, are searching the 
ruins for bodies, bat it is stilt impossible ta. eatimate the number of 
the dead. Owing to change shifts there ware some three thousand 
men on the spot at the time of the explosion. Most of those inside 
the works wore killed; very few were injured. Oppau, which oon- 
tained six thousand inhabitants, ia now a acene of utter desolation. 
Most of the injured were in Oppan. Two French soldiers engaged 

«in rescne work have been seriously injured. . 

Geparal Degoutte has ordered s!! the available medical person- 
nel of the French Army of the Rhine to proceed to the scene of the 
disaster. He bas also arranged for soup to be distributed to the 
families of the victims, while the French High Commissioner has 
distributed M. 75,000 to local trade onions. A factory at Mannheim 
collapsed in consequence of the Oppau explosion, three workmen 
being killed and Lf injured. 


Tests of New Gas Cause of Explosion. 
‘ Later. 


Bodies to the number of 850 have been recovered from the ruins 
of Oppaa. The total of the injured exceeds the first estimates. 
Already 2,500 have been treated. The explosion appaars to have 
been.caused by « course of tests of the compression of a new gas, 
the properties of which were imperfectly known. 

The damage at Frankenthalend Ludwigshafen is so great that 
at-present it cannot be estimated, 

A Germen Hospital train arrived at Frankfort and a French 
hospital train arrived at Treves with injured. 

The German authorities have berged General Degonite to trans- 
mit to the French Government their gratitude for thea prompt and 
efficacious aid of the French troops.

SIR’ JAMES CANTLIE. . 


Famous Physician Describes 
Genesis of Hongkong’s 
Medical Faculty. ; 

AD interesting ceremony was 
held on July 15 at the Londos 
School of Tropical Medicine, 
when Sir James Cantlie, the 
Lectureron Surgery to the School, 
and Prof, W. J. R. Simpsoo, 
Lecturer on Tropical Hygiene and 
Sanitation, were each presented 
with an inscribed silver salver on 
the occasion of their retirement. 
Both gentlemen were members of 
the original staff of the School, 
opened in October 1899. 

Sir James Canflia in his speech 
referred to his own personal touch 
with that giant of, scientific 
research, Sir Patrick Manson. It 
was when Manson was jo Hong- 
kong in the year 1887 that alettor 
was sent to Dr. Mitchell Brace. 
London, a college friend of Sir 
Patrick’s, telling him that he was 
intending to retire from the East, 
and that he wishad for a successor 
to be recommended to him, but 
that he did not wish his name to 
bs mentioned in the matter. Dr. 
Broce called in bis friend, Mr. 
Cantlie, to nelp him select a 
suitable man, but without men- 
tioning ‘either name .or place, 
Afteralongdiscassion they failed 
to agree upon a man, and gave it 
ap as well-nigh hopeless. At the 
end of the discussion Cantlie 
said: “Well, I have been - for 
seventeen years teaching an- 
atomy, and some of my pupils are 
driving about in their carriages, 
LE don’t see why I should not go to 
this place, whereveritis.

This plot of ground they obtained 
throogh the kindness of, some 
Finnish friends, for tha natives 
are inclined to look askarce at 
Russians of all politicos! shades, 
and are not very willing to enter 
into contrarts with them. . 

The woinen also, both married 
and single, have bad to find 
employment. The earnings of a 
man in mast cases naw to his 
trade do not suffice to keap a 
married couple going, and the 
wives have to help, to the com- 
plete destraction of home Iifa. 
Onty if t\ere ara no available 
oldet relations or friends to look 
after the children do the wives, 
asa general rule, stay at home. 
The Russian ladies here have as 
a whole never done any work in 
their lives; and that they now 
occupy themselves with such 
energy and success is a testimony 
to the quickness and adaptability 
of their race. . 
RUSSIAX LADIES aS MODISTES. 

The women, of corrse, work in 
offices, teach and translate like 
the men; bat the special feminine 
line is sewing, embroidery, dress 
making, and millinery. 4 re 
they have an advantage in their 
auperior taste, -partly innate, 
partly acquired throughs know- 
ledge of the world. Even demo- 
cratic Finland has its ” society, 
at which the native satirists 
direct their inky shafts, but 
nobody could cal? ita well-dressed 
one. Indeed, thechoice ofmatearial 
in & tailor’s shop here, whether 
for men or women, is ineredibly 
stall, und the bat-shopa of. the 
capital. which are not above the 
level of an English country town 
orsmoall water-place, charge for 
the’ unsightly objects in their 
windows about five times the 
maximum price a Russixn lady 
will accep: for « clever and 
tasteful piece of homa-work. 
Certain establishmerts have now 
realised the ability of the Russian 
rwomen in this line—enbanced by 
the fact that they will work fo: 
lower wages than the Finns. 

There ere more origina! ways 
of keepiog a home together than 
work in offtces and shops. 
Musical men and women can 
earn athoussnd marks s month 
and more by plaviig the piano a! 
cinema performances; they also 
figure in the chorus at the opera, 
and the ladies dance io the ballet. 
I am acquainted with one lady, 
who during the summer months 
will be working in an office by 
day {having learnt Swedish for 
this purpore in o few months) and 
dancing in an operetta at night. 
whilo her husband, a few 
months ago with Wrangel, plies 
the typewriter among his fellow- 
clerks.

PHILIPPINE 
INDEPENDENCE. 


The Question of Protection. 


Genaral Wood and ex-Gevernar 
Forbes have found'the people of 
the Bbilippine Islands united on 
the questior of American protee- 
tion for the Archipelago, ‘writes 
Mr, W.P. Simms, the American 
correspondent, continuing a series 
of article; on the question of 
Philippine independence. 

Demoorata, Repuoblicans and 
Filipinos alike daclareit would be 
a real ‘misfortune should the 
jalanda be ¢eprived of the sacurity 
afforded by the American flag. 

They differ otly on the ‘ques- 
tion: of price. . 

Amaricans generally insist that 
the price of American protection 
should be tall recognition by Fili- 
pines of American soversigoty in 
tho'isfands, “ cootiroed and per- 
manent.” 

Filipinos, on the other hand, in- 
sist on paying for protection with 
concessions, They want to cede 
to the United States certain 
privileges in their country in ex- 
change for independence and 
protection, _ 

WaST CUBAN STATUS. 

In plain language, Americans 
wish to retain the islands and 
establish there a territorial, or 
commission, form of government, 
while Filipinos would like to be 
put on the same footing as 
Cubans. 

Among: themeelves Americans 
have their differences. 

Democrats denounce the Jones 
Bill if taken to mean America ia- 
teods to “scuttle,” leaving the is- 
lands to their fate. 

Republicans denonnce it. no 
matter how interpreted. They are 
reteptionists pore and simple on 
a no-protection-withonut-retantion 
basis. 

A Jot will be heard sbout the 
preamble ot the Jones Bill as soon 
as Congress begins to fight anew 
over the fate of the Philippines. 

Just glance at the preamble: 

“Whereas it was never the 
intention of the people of the 
Vaited States in the incipiency of 
the war with Spain to make ita 
war of conquest or for territorial 
aggrtandisement ; and, 

“Whereas it is, and alweys has 
been, the purpose of the people of 
the United States to withdraw 
their sovereignty over the Philip- 
pine Islands and to recognize 
thoir independence as soon as a 
stable government can be esta- 
blished therein; and, 

“ Whereas for tha speedy accom- 
plishment of such purposait is de- 
sirable to place in the hands of the 
people of the Philippines as Jerge 
a coatrol of their domestic affairs 
as can be given them withou:, in 
the meantime, impairing the 
exercisa of the right of sover- 
eignty by the people of the United 
States, in orcer that, by the ose 
and exercise of popular franchise 
and governmental powers, they 
roay be the better prepared to 
to folly assumes the responsi- 
bilities and enjoy all the privileges 
of completeindependerce. There- 
fore * * *,”’ ete., atc. 

. WANT REPEAL. 

Republicans here want this pre- 
amble wiped off the reccris.

EVENTS IN GERMANY. 


The election of a member’ of the. People’s Party as 
Premier of Bavaria is a straw which shows the direction 
of the wind in that quarter. Since the armistice the 
history of this southern state bas been exceedingly curious. 
At first it was a hotbed of the extreme kind of democratic 
fervour: this at any rate was the type of doctrine enunci- 
ated by those who had the reins of office. -Before longa 
decided change came over the scence. The democratic 
governors gave way to a set of Imperialistic politicians | 
who have been foremost in the attempts to thwart the 
carrying ont of the Peace Treaty. especially in relation to 
disarmament. There has recently been some troublebetween 
Bavaria and Berlin.in reference to the rights of the central 
govennment and. of the individual States respectively. 
Some say this friction is all camouflage. and that Berlin 
and the States understand each other very well. This does 
not agree with the genetal attitude of the Wirth: Cabinet. 
which appears to huve made up its mind that an earnest 
attempt to carry out the Peace Treaty is the best thing 
in Germany's own interest. Bavaria. however, maintains 
its. intransigeance, as is now confirmed by the selection of a 
People’s Party man as Premier, the ~ People’s Party” 
being a disguise for a body in strong sympathy with the 
Hohenzollerns. Only the other day. at’a public function. 
the Burgomaster virtually saluted the representative of the 
Bavarian dynasty and bade the assembly look forward toa 
restoration. an 

Fhese Junker-like manifestations. though perhaps 
more noticeable in Bavaria, are not confined to thet area. 
witness the assassination ot” Erzeberger. apparently because 
“he favoured adherence to the reparations settlement. The 
mails to band contain accounts of activities ¢n the German 
capital. Baron von Lesner, one of the lelegates who refus-

Traffic Improvements. 


-Our local Traffic Department 
isby no means an inactive one 
and we are wondering just haw 
many people besides oursalves 
bave noticed the improvement 
which has resulted in clearng 
out the rickshas from the main 
atreeta west of Pedder Street, 
Rickshas used to be allowed to 
“park” “along the gutters of 
Queen's Road and Des Vooux 
Road with the result that traffic 
using those roads waa robbed of 
adealafspace. During the past 
féw days the rickshas have been 
instructed to “park” up side 
streets, just ss the chairs have to 
doin Wyndham Street and Ice 
House Street and the resultant 
improvement is by no means a 
smatione. Itis just as easy for 
residents tocall a ricksha, in fact, 
it is easier, because only one rick- 
shaig atthe end ofthe line at one 
time whereas before to call one 
ricksha from among many lining 
the sidawalk was to invita the 
dash of several. For this little 
matter our Trafic Department 
can, through us, accept beast 
thanks. There ara many littls 
ways in which the traffic problema 
of thia Colony —by no means easy 
problems by reason of the nature 
of the traffic—are being dealt 
with, Ever since traffic police 
have been pus on dangerous 
corners the driving of a motorcar 
or the riding of a motor cycle in 
the. Colony has bean a very ‘much 
less nerve-wearing experienca 
than it was hitherto. Last week- 
end the writer bad personal 
experience of the improvements 
and i: was comforting to be 
given intelligent signais at the 
bottom of Garden Road, at the 
Volunteer Headquarters corner, 
at the Glenealy-Caine Road 
corner and at the Bonham Road 
corner just by the University. It 
made all the difference between 
assorance and danbt, the two 
bigges: factors in either the pre 
vention of or the contribution te 
accidents. If one could only 
instil into the minds of pedestrian 
Chinese that the road-is not the 
safest place in which to wander 
aimlessly and conld also teach 
Chinese drivers that. cara ang 
caution is far preferable to speed, 
then our list of accidents would, 
thanks to the assistance being 
given by our traffic police, be 
reduced to something like a 
negligible quantity.

DEAN INGE ON THE NOVEL. 
Dr. Inge has bean waxing

somawhat gloomy of late, but| fro 


there ia nothing to complain of on 
this score in his views’ on the 
novel, recently contribdted to a 
London journal, though the Dean 
is outspoken enough in places. 
He recalls the ill-favour that long 
attached to novelists socially, a 
circumstance that has a cnrious 
sound ic these ‘day when 
success as & novelist is a 
Passport to society. Tho reader 
many remembsr that a lady af 
title who was deeply interested 
in Richardson's fiction employed 
adisguise when communicating 
with the “father of the English 
novel,” feeling that it was “not 
quite the thing” for a dame of 
quality to be on speaking terms 
with a novelist. Indeed, fiction 
shared the stigma which long 
attached: to the stage. 

The best Greek novel, the 
Odyssey, is not a novel in form ; 
indeed, this form is represented 
io antiquity only. by the anedify- 
iog fragments of Petronius, the 
hardly more respectable “ Golden 
Ass” of Apuleius, same short 
stories by Lucian, and. the late 
erotic romances like “ Daphnis. 
and Chloe,” remarks the Dean. ~ 

The Middlo Ages, when they 
became tired of the “ Lives of the 
Saints,” full of incidents about as 
probable as these of “ Jack and 
the Beanstalk,” created the 
romances of chivalry, tales of love 
and advanture like the legends 
of the Round Table. 

Love aud adventure are the 
favourite topics of the novel, and 
in the best novels the career of 
one person is the centre of in- 
terest. A novel should be a ficti- 
tious biography. Tho Odyssey 
and “Robinson Crusoe,” two 
very perfect novels, conform to 
this ‘type. Sometimes love is 
the «chief interest, sometimes, 
a3 in Stevenson's © novels, 
adventure. Scott combines the 
two, but the love interest is gen- 
erally rather perfunctory. His 
heroes have the necessary 
rouscular and amatory qualifica- 
tions, bat are 4pt to be uninterest- 
ing. and some of his heroines are 
no} much better.

Hiroshige 13 one of. the great 
landscape artists of the world, 
remarks a London critic in re- 
ference to a little monograph, 
printed in Japan and got up in 
the pretty Japanese fashion, but 
written in English, by Yone 
Noguchi, known both in England 
and in America asa poet. His 
command of English idiom is not 
absolutely perfect, and bis langu- 
age is some’imes “vague: on 
the other hand, it is characteris- 
ed by freshness and felicity.
